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A LETTER FROM THE TREASURER 


Dear Friends: 

A major reduction in the general revenue balance and a continuing 
decline in general revenue receipts marked the completion of the 
first half of the 1980-81 fiscal year for Missouri government. 

The general revenue balance on December 31, 1980, was 
$187,461,803 less than the general revenue balance shown on 
December 31, 1979. 

In addition, general revenue receipts for July through December, 
1980, the first six months of fiscal 1980-81, were down 0.10 percent, 
or $873,571, compared to receipts for the same period in fiscal 
1979-80. Total general revenue receipts for the new reporting 
period were $823,651 ,975. 

Sharply depressed sales tax receipts remained the strongest 
negative economic factor in holding down the level of total general 
revenue receipts. 

Sales tax receipts fell of 10.45 percent, or $40,293,775, from July 
through December, 1980, compared to the same months of the 
previous fiscal year. Total sales tax receipts for July through Decem- 
ber, 1980, were $345,277.078. 

Gains, however, were recorded in receipts from individual and 
corporate income taxes for the first half of the current fiscal year. 

Individual income taxes were up 9.56 percent, or $27,773,069, on 
receipts totaling $318,211,049. 

Corporate income taxes were up 3.95 percent, or $2,207,946, on 
receipts totaling $58,120,151.
